Just a few years ago there was 
discovered near Kensington, Minn.,'a 
stone covered with Scandinavian runic 
‘inscriptions which were examined by 
Prof. H. R. Haland, a Swedish schoi- 
lar of Chicago, and which he trans- 
lated as follows: “Eight Swedes and 
twenty-two Norwegians on a journey 
of discovery from Vinland westward. 
We had camp by two rocks, one day’s 
journey north from this stone. We 
pwere out fishing one day. When we 
payee (to camp’) we found 10 men 
,red with blood and dead. AVM (Ave 
'Maria), save us from evil! We have 
/10 men by the sea to look after our 
vessel, 41 day's journey frem this | 
year 1362.” 

Prof. Haland tells us that the pe- | 
culiar form of the runic characters 
on this stone is in perfect harmony 
with the date of this inscription, 1462. 
These are just like the runes on other 
inseriptions which are known to be-

THE HOLY NAME SOCIETY vs. NEW CLUBS. 

A movement has been launched, in many states, to train 
high school students in moral reform work and in the Y. M. 
C. A. organization. Quite recently the writer attended a 
meeting of the Rotary Club and heard reports from eight 
high school students who had been sent to a Conference in a 
nearby city, where three hundred delegates from different 
high schools of the state gathered together for the purpose of 
getting the necessary instructions and of forming a state 
organization. 

It was a real pleasure to observe the intense interest dis- 
played by every non-Catholic business and professional man 
who was present at this Rotary luncheon. They appeared to 
be dumbfounded at hearing the resolutions which these boys 
took and the earnestness with which they were determined to 
engage in the work of reforming their fellows. These boys all 
pledged themselves to be clean in thought, in speech, and in 
conduct; they told of their intention to oppose the use of pro- 
fanity and unclean language on the part of others. They 
were resolved to abstain from the use of tobacco and to com- 
bat the cigarette habit; they were going to be regular 
tendants at church on Sunday. 

The writer, a little legs surprised than the rest, enjoyed 
the report of the young féllows; but one deep impression was 
made on him—it was the enthusiastic approbation of the 
leading men of the city of the principle of religion in educa- 
tion. Had the writer addressed this same audience on the 
Catholic position; had he told them that one of the reasons 
we maintain our own schools is to keep our children under 
good influence while we are instilling the very principle which 
these boys had resolved, late in life, to act on; had he told 
them that we have a Junior Holy Name Society, whose mem- 
bers all pledge themselves to abstain from profane and un- 
clean language, from cursing, etc., who stand for the re- 
ligious observance of the Sunday, it would all have been 
coldly received as an idle boast. One of the strangest of all
